In every 
community there are men who seek 
egislattve position for the money 
here is in it, for the chances there 
may be to hold their hands behind 
hem where "great interests are at 
take and strong passions excited." 
[*hese men are always prominent be- 
ore primaries and conventions, and 
are always ready to pay any amount 
of assessments and purchase any

iloss of men has too often been elect- 
ed to onr Legislature, is the fault of 
he whole people. Men who would 
lonorably discharge the duties of

There 
never has been a time when greater 
care should be used in the selection

how poor or how rich the right man 
may be, how reluctant he may be to 
ran, let tbe office seek the man, and 
be best.

THINKS THERE IS HO DAN6EE. 


A joint resolution of Congress 


lassed shortly before tbe close of 
ihe session instructed tbe President 
to call tbe attention of tbe English 
and Chinese Governments to the ne- 
cessity, of A modification of the treat- 
ies connected with Chinese emigra- 
tion. This throws tbe duty of taking 
action in regard to,the,matter upon 
the President. In order that be may 
act nnderstandingly, Colonel F. A. 
Bee, tbe Attorney of the Six Chinese 
Companies, is preparing a statement 
of the number of Chinese in Califor- 
nia, and of tbe course of travel back- 
ward and forward since they began 
to oorae. 
The statement, which is 


not yet completed, will be chiefly 
statistical, as we learn from the San 
Francisco papers, and Colonel Bee 
says that it will completely dispel all 
idea of danger of California being 
VIongolianized, as it will show that 
ihe number of Chinese residing in 
the State is much less than is gener- 
ally supposed, and does not exceed 
55,000. Allowing for deaths, returns 
lomeand departures for South Amer- 
ica and the islands, the number has 
of late considerably decreased. Colo- 
no! Bee farther states that of his own 
knowledge the Chinese Government 
,s not only not averse to but actually 
lavors a revision of tbe existing 
treaty, and be considers that there 
ougbt to be no difficulty in coming 
•a an arrangement satisfactory to 
both parties, provided only that foots 
are taken as a basis instead of the 
wild miastaternenta so often set forth, 
and this ia the object of bis commu- 
nication. 
One obstacle to a proper 


adjustment lies, in his opinion, in 
the jealousy of the English Govern- 
ment at the encroach ment of Ameri- 
can influence and trade with a eonn- 
;ry where tbe English have always 
jel<3 by far the first place among for- 
eigners. This jealousy leads them to 
exaggerate the hostility shown by 
Americans against Chinese emigra- 
;ion, and to endeavor to poison the 
minds of tbe Chinese against Ameri- 
cans in general, to the detriment of 
-he commerce and interests of this 
country, and for their own advan- 
age. Of course it is Col Bee's duty, 
lor the money he receives, to make 
ihe worse appear better, but he will 
Ind that it cannot be done. 
We 


lave bad too many illustrations not 
to know that Chinese are a ourae to 
this Coast, and the people have come 
to the oonalr.Ri'on that there ii> but 
one plan safe to pursue, and that i»1 
to absolutely pat a stop to farther 
mmigrntion, and return to China 
those already here. 
We must nip 


this thing right in the bud, and now 
is the time to do it.
